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Again#t this abſurd uſage therefore, have thought 
it requiſite, not only to offer to your Lordſhip the Iight 
of reaſon, which ought to be the principal guide; but 
the irrfragable Authoritie of ſeveral perſons of great 
Learning and high eftimation for their knowledge in 
ints of Honour and Arms : and likewiſe to give 
| mmſtance by ſundry important preſident;, as to the 
1 | reſage of ancient times, when order and &.g you's 
| were held in repute : not doubting but that your Lord- 
ſhip will in this point be ſo far ſatisfyed, as that 
for the future ſome reſtraint may be put t6 thoſe un- 
due prattiſes.

ANTIENT USAGE 
In Bearing of 


AR M 5S: 


Hart theſe Enſignes of Honour, as are 
commonly called Armes, which of 
later times have been chiefly uſed for 
diſtin&tion of families, had their ori- 


ginal from the practiſe of great Commanders in ' , 


War, isnot unknown to the learned : for certain 


| it is, that the faces of all great military Officers, 


| being obſcured by ſuch Hoods and Helmets as

were antiently worn in times of Battel ; it was 
expedient, that by ſome other meanes their per- 
ſons ſhould be notifyed to their friends and fol- 
lowers. Neceſſity therefore requiring it , they, 
depicted _ their Sheilds ( which were borne 


for the defence of their Bodies ) as alſo upon their 


Surcotes of filke, Banners, Penis &c. certain 
Badges, that might make them known at a di- 
ſtance from each other. Of which ſort thoſe that 
were moſt conſpicuous ; viz Croſſes, Bends, Feſſes, 
Cheverons, Saltiers &c. all ſingle chardges 
being ever held the belt, 

SR B In 
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In bearing whereof (as appearcth by divers old 
R-l!s of Armes ) luch order was obſerved that none 
might aflume anothers marke;but that there ſhould 
be a plain and apparent difference in each man's 
Sheild, Surcote, Banner, Penon, &c. to the end, that 
upon any diſorder the common Souldier might 
know his Icader, and the better repair to his ſuc- 
cour in caſe of danger. 

But theſe later times having deviſed other 
ſorts of Armour and weapons, both for offence 
and defence then of ol;] were uſed ; thoſe marks 
and Badges in Shelds, Surcotes &c, have been 
for divers paſt ages, as to any ſuch military pur- 
poſe, totally layed aſide ; and fince meerly re- 
tained as honourary Enſignes by the Nobility and 
Gentry ; eſpecially to difference themſelves and 
their families from the vulgar, and one from a- 
nother : as alſo to diſtinguiſh the collateralls 
from thoſe of the principal ſtock ; for if they do 
not ſo, what do they ſignify ; or of what uſe are 
they ? In all which the Kings of Armes, .in their 
reſpective provinces were to ſee due order ob- 
ſerved. 

Nevertheleſs ſuch hath been the inadvertencie 
of ſundry Gentlemen, in not regarding the ill 
confequence which the breach of order herein 
doth produce; as that, going to common Payn- 
ters to depict and marſhall their Arms, ſeldom 
any regular Differences have bcen aſsigned by 
them ſor the deſcendents of younger Brothers! 
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Which extravagant practiſe hath occaſion'd ſuch 
contulion therein ; that this laudable and antienr 
ulage in bearing of Arms, on which our torefa- 
thers did fſetan high eſteem, 1s now overmuch 
ſleighted and almoſt grown contemprible. 

It canaor be denyed, but that in the beſt times 
good order was not by every one exactly obſer- 
ved : for I find, that in the reign of Q. Elizabeth 
there were ſome unjuſtibable practiſes in this kind ; 
But, in this Iaſt age, through the liberty taken 
by divers mechanicks ſince the commencement of 
the late unparallel'd R572, the diforder herein 
s ſo far ſpre:d, as © -reater care be not ſpeedily 
taken, ſuch- a contultyr mult inevitably follow, 
that the true uſe of Ars will be utterly forgot ; 
moſt peopigy though ot never lo mean extraction, 
it they obtain a little wealth, intruding themſelves 
into theſe Marks of Honour, and ufurping what 
doth juſtly belong to others, eſpecially 1t their 
name doth ſound any thing like that ot a Gentle- 
man: 

Secing therefore theſe things relating to H- 


| Nour to be thus out of ſquare, | have here thought 


ft to add to what I have already bricfly fayd, the 
Authorities and opinions of the moſt learned men 
in Herauldry and Antiquities thar this laſt age hath

Next proceeding with what I have obſerved 
from an excellent but ſhort diſcourſe in elegant 
Latin De Origine et Antiquitate Armorum, written 
likewiſe in the ſame ().. E/zz.” time ( but never 
printed ) by Robert Glover Eſq; then Somerſet- 
Herauld , whoſe great abilities in this kind of 
learning I cannot ſufhciently extoll ; his moſt 
elaborate and judicious work, intituled The Cata- 
logue of Honour , publiſhed after his death by

1610 
and the voluminous Collections from our publick 
Record's, and ſundry choice old Manuſcripts, as a!- 
ſo from original Charters and Evidences *f note 
( which I my ſelf have ſeen, but which are now 
diſperſt into ſundry hands) ſufficiently ſetting forth 
his great abilities therein. 

From which diſcourſe ; viz. De Origine et An- 
tiquitate Armorum &c, 1 have ſelected certain 
obſervations, and added them- to this work ; 
whereby his great judgment as to this point of 
Differences in Arms 1s cleerly ſhewed. 

So likewiſe from what the learned Camden, Sir 
Henry Spelman and others have expreſſed upon 
this ſubject ; and given moſt evident inſtances of 
the laudable practiſe of antient times herein, 


I ſhall begin with what I find fo publiſhe by 
Ar. Wyrley ( but penn'd by Mr. Erdfwike ) 
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To the Right Honourable the LoRDs 
and others the Frotcſlors of Mar- 
tial Diſcipline. 


Obles and Gentlemen, I will ſalute you 
N with a ſentence of mine Aurhor Sir 
Tohn Froyſard, The adventures of Arms 
( faith he) are ſo divers, and ſo far oftentimes be- 
youd expettation, as that their effefts cauſeth great 
admiration : which ſaying of his, cauſed me with 
the more attention to read over his works, and 
finding the fame moſt truly proſecuted through 
the whole courſe of his Hiſtory, bur eſpacially in 
the actions and adventures of two famous Cap- 
tains Sage and Imaginative, the one Sir Fohr 
Chandos, and the other Sir | fohn Grayllze by 
name ( commonly called the Captall de Buz,) it de- 
I;ghted me ( as a lover of Honour and chevalry ) 
to note * down their ſeveral fortunes with ſom 
reaſons of their falls. ; 
I have. been carctul to ſet down ( as my manner 
is )

| other marks of Honour, to the end it may pub- 
3 lickly be known of what neceſsity the uſe of them 
1s, ( as being for that cauſe firſt ordained : ) how 
' and in what manner they are to be uſed, and to 
whom they do of right moſt chiefly and- pro- 
perly appertain and belong. And theſe martrers 
' being well conceived ( as indeed without ſuc]: 
Tokens no marrial diſcipline can be exerciſed, no 
Army ranged, no attempt of any . company at- 
2 chieved; and fo { by cnnſequence)) no conqueſt 
2 made, nor ſo much as any Common-wealth (what- 
ſoever ) defended, neither from outward enemies, 
civil diſcord, nor the rebellion of any - plebeian 
rout. 
Be the fame never ſo ſimple, rude, or of ſmall 
; eſteem it will (1 hope ) reduce into eſtimation a 
matter both of Honour, order, and Neceſsity, 
which now ( through the abuſe thereof ) is fo 
far run into contempt, as that (of many men) 
it is holden for a thing of no price, but thought - 
to be a very mockery, and a matter of no other 
ſequence, then to ſet up vain and fantaſtical 
glorious fellows into a pride, and to draw from 
them ſome ſmall ſummes to certain perſons into an 
ofhce inſtituted, which no doubt was by the 
wiſeſt and beſt governed ſtates at the hrit de viſed, 
and generaily by all of any pollicy received, to a 
moſt neceſlary end : yet think they ( as it 5 now 
in uſe ) it ſerveth but only for that purpoſe. And 
| B indced 
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indeed I muſt by the way complain, that certain 
of the ſaid officers ( or others pertaining to them) 


enher for want of skill or maintenance, or othcr- 


wile for their gain, have committed faults not 
Jjuſtifhable, whereby they have brought a matter 
of great Honour into defame, and injured there- 
by the Commonwealth, and brought both others 
that have managed thoſe affairs with more dif- 
cretion, and themſelves into obloquy. 

But theſe faults and errors, and ſome others alſo 
(ſpoken of in this dedication inſtituted to that 
purpoſe ) will in Wh&thandling of this matter 
more ealily appear; and the thing be (I hope ) 
reformed, cither by the good endeavors which 
the officers ( underſtanding thereof ) will uſe, or 
elle by the magiſtrate, when , he ſhall have 
knowledg of fuch the abuſes as he may be in- 
formed of. 

And brit that Guydhomes, Enſignes, and marks 
of Armory be of neceſsity, let it be but conſidered 
whether wars be ſometimes of neceſsity to be 
taken in hand or not; and furely I think there 
23 none of ſo very mean capacity, but will yeild 
unto it that they be : eſpecially defenſive, and in 
ſome caſes alſo ottenſive : which asa thing granted 
I will overpaſs. 

And when I fay further, that wars being law- 
ful and of neceſsity, ir muſt alſo be — that 
the ſame muſt be made by companies and bands 
of men, oycr which ſome muit command, and 
the 
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the reſt obey, and then will it follow, that for 
the ordering and dividing of thoſe to the belt 
advantage, Standards and Banners mult be allotted 
to every company, to the end they may draw 
together in their ſtrength , and perform ſuch 
aCtions as they ſhall be commanded ; thus may you 
{ce the neceſsity. 

And for the uſe, it doth alſo appear, that 
ſithence ſome muſt be commanders, 1t 1s of impor- 
tance that they be known, both by the perſons 
over whom they command, and generally by all ; 
and that fo perſpicuou hat upon every ſudden 
occurrent, the meaneſt and fimpleſt common ſoul- 
dier may thereby know every particular officer, 
and captain that hath charge : for which pur- 
poſe our, Anceſtors device was, that fuch men 
ſhould wear ſome ſuch coat of mark over his Ar- 
mor, as whereby they might be eafily diſcerned, to 
be the ſame perſons which indeed they were : 'and 
where ſomtimes ( when occaſion ſo offered it ſelf ) 
they were forced to uſe Paviſhes for their de- 
fence, whereby a great part of the mark which 
was upon their veſture , was ſhadowed from 
ſight, jt was thought neceſſary that their marks 
ſhould be alſo laid upon their ſhields : the com- 
manders of Horſe-men ( their faces being for the 
moſt part covered ) they added to the creſts of 
their Helmets ſome further diſtinCtion to be the 
better allo known by : Thus much for the ordi- 
nance gnd uſe of Armory.

And hereby alſo may it appear to whom they do 
properly belong and appertain, namely, to Kings, 
Princes , Archbiſhops , Biſhops , Earls, Barons, 
Lords of provinces and fees ; Knights ; officers 
m the Army, Navy or peece, and generally to 
all that have charge over Bands and companies of 
ſouldicrs. 

And now ſithence from henceforth many of my 


ſpeeches will tend to the diſcovery of ſuch things” 


25 I take to be abuſed, erronious, or faulty, where- 
in I may peradventure not ſquare 1n opinion with 
fome others ; and being my ſelf no officer or of 
any authority, whereby I ſhould have cauſe to 
deal in theſe affairs, I will therefore firſt beſeech 
your Honours, and all others to whom it may 
appertain, that if any thing ſhall pals my pen 
which ſhall be oflenhve, that they will conceive 
no worſe of it then I mean, which 1s bur to bring 
theſe matters of Armory into queſtion ; to the 
end that if any thing be. amiſs ( as | for my part 
think that many things are ) that then the ſame 
may be reformed : but if happily I miſtake, that 
then it would pleaſe ſuch as be of judgment or 
$kill, ro justihe the ſame as well done, and I ſhall 
moſt willingly yield to authority and reaſons, 
And fo not ſpeaking but under correction, I 
ſay that, firſt I ind ( as I conceive ) ſome blame 
to be imputed in your ſelves which be profeſſed 
fouldiers, that where your anceſtors and all others 
generally did in their Standards , Banners, and 
Pennons 
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$ Pennons ſhew forth to the view and face of the 
_ enemy, certain fair, -antient, and - known marks, 
which their elders for the moſt part had uſually 
before time carried, or at leaſt themſelves had 
{then taken ( if they but then were in their rilng 
Zage ) whereby their own people were in a goodly 
ecent order condutted and led, and their enemies 
very much terrified, when they ſhould fee thoſe 
! marks ſhewed forth ; the owners whereof had in 
| their memories by plain feat of Arms overthrown 
{their parents, or happely themſelves, beaten 
them out of the feld, razcd down their caſtels 
and fortreſſes, ſacked their towns and cities, waſted 
Land ſpoiled their countries, ranſomed their people, 
jJand generally ſo daunted and amazed. them, 
Ithat it was ſometimes found to be true, that very 
bare names of ſome valiant perſons overcame 
whole Armies : I can but blame you of all forts, 
which ſhall make choice of Banners ( which you 
call colors ) ſo curtein-like and fo far from all due 
order of Ancient bearing as may be ; and for your 
parts which are deſcended from Ancestors of 
mark, I would be glad to hear any reaſon . from 
{you, to what end you ſhould lay the fame afide, 
'and make choice of a curterm 1n the place there- 
of. 
And you others ( whoſe wiſdom and valure 
have gained you the reputation of a charge ) I 
would gladly alſo hear from you what ſhould 
;move you to be of that mind, as not to take ſome 
| convenient 


! 
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convenient mark, ſuch a one as may be thought 
meet by authority for you, whereby you may 
gain an honour, both to your ſelves and your | 
poſterity, and by your good uſage thereof much # 
enlarge the reputation, you have by your valours 
obtained. 

An other thing that is amiſs, as Þ take it, 
and hath great need to be reformed, is. the 
quartering of many Marks in one ſhield, cecat, |? 
or Banner ; for {thence it is true, that ſuch Marks | 
ſerve to no other uſe but tor a commander to/lead | 
by, or to be known by, it is of neceſsity that 
the ſame be apparent, fair, and eafie to be dif- 
cerned ; ſo that the quartering of many of them 
together, doth hinder the ufe for which they are 
provided. As how 1s it poſsible for a plain un- 
learned man ( who may be as good a fouldier in 
ſome reſpeCts as the beſt ) to diſcern and know a 
ſunder, fix or eight, { what ſpeak I of fix or 
cight? ) ſometimes thirty or forty ſeveral marks 
cluſtered all together in one ſhield or Banner, nay 
though he had-as good skill as Robert Glover late 
Somerſet that dead is, and the eyes of an Eagle, 
amongſt ſuch a confnfion of things, yet ſhould 
he never be able to decipher the crrors that are ; 
daily committed 1n this one point, nor diſcern ? 
or know one Banner or Standerd trom another, 
be the ſame never fo large ? /

So that except it be to be made in a pedigree 
or ac{cent to lock up in an evidence cheſt, thereby 
to 
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to ſhew mens titles to their lands or the Alliences 


and kindreds of their houſes ; otherwiſe ( as [ 
fay ) I ſee not to any uſe in the world they ſerve, 


ſpecially ſo many together tro be made upon a 
| mans weſture, Target or Banner; and therefore 


I could wiſh that every man would content him= 


{ ſelf with his own peculiar coat of name, and not 


to uſe above one quartered therewith at the 
moſt : which one yet doth not ſo much trouble 
the capacity of a man, but that he may both 
know and diſcern a Banner or ſhield well enough. 
And this one do I the rather eſteem well or to be 
born, for that a Prince 'or Noble man making 
challenge or title to any Country ( for which 
he is forced to make wars before he can obtain 
it ) it will bea goodly thing for him to ſhew 
forth his Standard of the Arms of that Country 
quarter2d with his own amonglt thoſe people 
which in reaſon and conſcience owe him duty 
and obedience, ro the end that they may thereby 
be the ſooner induced to ſubmit -themſelves 
to their true and lawful Soverain, as his ſubjects. 
And for that cauſe ( as I take it ) King Edward 
the third and his valiant ſons devifed and ſhewed 


- forth the Arms of France and England quartered 


rogether, and although my Authour faith thar 
Taques * Dartwell, was the firſt deviſer thereof,

* This Jaques d* Arvell was a wealthy Citizen of Gant,and had 
great intereſt and authority i Flanders under K. Edw. 3. = 
#ppoſition to the French, as the Hiſt, of that time ds amply ſhew. 
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yet will I not believe otherwiſe, but that the | 
principal reaſons that led the King thereto, was ® 
to make known the juſtneſs of his title to that * 


kingdom where he then intended to make wars. 

But now :t may be objected, fithence a Prince 
or great Lord may have title to ſeveral Countries, 
that therefore it is neceſlary for him to beare all 
ſuch tokens or marks as he hath title too : To 
this I anſwer, that although I could yeild to them 
( but that it will bring the confuſion aforeſaid ) 
yet is it of no ſuch neceſsity, for that a man needs 
to ſhew his title but onely to them whom he means 
to ſubdue : and if it ſhould fortune that he had 
titie to - hn and' ſeveral . countries, and that he 
would make wars to them all at once, yet ſhould 
it not be needful tro him to ſhew forth any more 
marks quartered in one Standard, but onely unto 
every ſeveral Country the Arms of that nation 
quartered with his own. 

But this being the caſe of Kings and Princes, 
wherein ( amongſt others) our moſt famous , 
noble ard worthy Kings and princes of this land, 
have ſhewed themſelves moiſt prudent and wile ; 
to what purpoſe is it, that. others bring out. com- 
manders under their . prince, and which of them- 
ſelves have neither title to country nor are able 
to maintain wars, ſhould in their princes ſervice 
pelter their Banners and ſhields with ſuch an inhnite 
number as many do? | 

And in this pomt I cannot enough commend

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the Baron of Stafford, who herein ſheweth his 
great skill and temperarice ; for although his 
Anceſtors have had -it.e to quarter the marks of 
that valiant Thomas of Woodſtock ( youngelt fon

| ford and Northamton and high Cunſtable of En- 
| gland: and alſo of that great houſe of Somerſer, 


which by their anceſtors fob» Earl of Somerſer, 
( younger fon tro Fobn of Gaunt ) deſcended from 
the ſame king Edward the third, (1 omit to ſpeak 
of divers Barons and others of great eſtate, whoſe 
heires both with revenue and honor enlarged 
greatly his family ) yet the ſaid Baron contents 
himſelf with the paternal mark of his houſe.

Another matter that to my underſtanding 1s

own imperteCtions in this point, for want ot due 
con{ideration : which was done. at the firſt by 


changing of the device born into other colors only; 
but when that would not ſufthce for the number * 


of leaders ( many times all of one houſe ) then 
were they forced to vary their marks by adding 


of either Bars, Bends, chevrons, cheefes, quarters, 


Borders, labels, loſinges, or ſuch like, and' very 1 


ſeldome ſhould you fee in thoſe times creſſant , 
mollet, or ſuch like ſmall thing born for a dit- 
terence; andif any did, yet was the fame fo large 
and fair that it might be ſeen as well as any 0- 
ther device which ſhould be in the Shield or Ban- 


nr. And for the proof, I will give you the ex- / 


ample but of one houſe onely for your better 
information ( though I could do the hke of many 


others ) namely, that of the Baſſets, who indeed ' 


( in my judgment ) varied their marks of honour 
very finely and that upon good reſpeCt :

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For Ralph Baſſet, ( the ſon of 
Thurſtme who -came in, with 
the Conquerour ) which Ralph

ciarius Angliz ; having four 
ſons, to wit, Thurſtimme, Thomas, 
Richard, and Nicholas ; the firſt and- laſt both

Henry the ſecond with King Steven; The ſon 
of Thomas went away with his anceſtors mark

But the ſons of Richard Baſſet

And Sir Ralph Baſſet of Chedle 
Knight ( a younger ſon of Sap- 
cote ) varied from that houke, 
by adding to his device of 
waves, a red Labell, whereunto 
he was forced by reaſon the

Thus have I ſet down unto you ( though ſome- 
thing tediouſly ) the uſe that antiquity followed 
in a very glorious line, for Lords, Knights and 
Gentlemen, which flouriſhed divers hundreds of 
years lithence: And you may fee that theſe njen 
( though 
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(though they were many of them great Barons } 


! were-not aſhamed of their Differences, but laid . 


2 then forth” largely to the view ; neither do T 


eſteem it a ſhame whereby any man ſhould cover 
tohide the fame, to be deſcended as a younger 
Brother , fithence that every Brother ( havin 

the like parents ) is as well deſcended as the eldeſt, 
and therefTre as good a Gentleman ( though not 
ſo rich ) as he. And the more is his honour, if 
without the help which by reaſon of his patri- 
mony - the elder hath, he can advance himſelf 
into.place of office or dignity, whereby he may 
raiſe'an other flouriſhing tamily -of the fame ſur- 
name : and therefere you. my maſters that be 


| younger Brothers, never hide your Differences by 


ad. 


putting forth a little creſſant or a peeping moller, 
but uſe ſome fair large device, fithence in truth 
your eſtimation is by your riſing to be had in. as 
good a regard as if you were the elder. 

And now being in ſpeech of younger Brothers 


. and their differences, 1 have obſerved rwo kinds 
| of them which antiquity uſed, ( beſides the atore- 


* AL 


ſaid ).one was, that ſuch as were advanced by 
Kings, Princes, or other great Lords, did many 


| times bear ſome part of the device of him who 


advanced them, by way of addition unts the 

mark of their own family, which ſerved very 

aptly to diſtinguiſh them from their elder houſe. 
The other was, that divers did add unto the 


; mark of their own houſe, ſome part of the de- 
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vice of that family from which their mothers deſ- | 


cended ; and both'theſe two kinds of difterings 
are (im my mind) greatly ro be commended, 
not only 4 that they may be made large 'and 
apparent, and for that cauſe ſerve very properly 
to the ule for which Badges are ordaiged, but 
alſo that the one makes manifeſt a greatful mind 
( in him that is advanced ) to his prince'or lord 
of whom he received benefit, and by reaſon there« 
of linketh them together in a kind of amity,which 


feldom or never is worn out, and by that means 


a great ſtrengthening it is unto bath Houſes. 

+ The othet not only ſerveth to unite the fami- 
hes which have matched together in the foreſaid 
love and amiry, and thereby worketh the like ef- 
fect ; but belides it ſheweth the certainty of the 
deſcending of the faid younger Brother out of 
both the ſaid Fiouſes, and alſo giveth knowledg 
of the time thereof, whereby if any title of in- 
heritance be at any time caſt upon the younger 
Brother, either deſcending from anceſtor of the 
fathers (ide, or mothers, it gives him a teſtimony 
of his title, and witnefſeth unto the world the 
truth of that deſcent by the tontinual bearing 
of that device, ſo thatrthis kind may (many times) 
work profit to the bearer, and avoid many trou- 

ies and ſuits : and therefore into one of theſe 
kind of differings could I wiſh our younger Bro- 
thers, which from henceforth ſhall be n. = dur 
to inveſt themſelves, as being both honourable, 
fair, certain, and profitable. Bur 
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But now it may be objected, that the order 


| in uſe ſheweth plainly enough the diverſity of 
{ Brothers, as the creſ/ant a ſecond, the mollet the 
' third, that by this means the matters are made 


certain. To this: I anſwer, that firſt the time 
is not _( by this means ) ſignified, neither can it 
be known which of the Creſſant-bearers was the 
Uncle or Nephew. And further, it is a very uſual 
matter for every new Riſer at this day, if he can 
find that there is any of the like Surname that 
beareth mark, preſently to uſurp the ſame with a 
Creſſant, or ſome ſuch diftcrenee, fo that ( for my 
own part ) I do ſeldom credit ſuch kind ot differ- 
ings nor their bearers, unleſs it be by ſome other 
teitimony or proof made manifeſt, which cannot 


| be counterfetted ſo well in the other device, ex- 


cept the riſer ſhould be throughly acquainted with 
the deſcent of him whoſe line he ſeeketh to intrude 
himſelf into. 

And beſides, it may be the ſooner eſpied by them 
of the true line and forbidden ; nor the other 
dare ( for fear thereof ) ſo ſoon venture the com- 
mitting of a falſity. But what a confuſion is it 
when you ſhall ſee the ſecond of a ſecond Brother, 
and ſometimes an other ſecond from him, to cluſter 
one Creſſant upon an other ; many times three or 
four, one on horſeback upon an other ; where as 
by the aforeſaid bearing of the difference trom 
the Prince, Lord, or mothers family, a man may 
better diſtinguiſh the Brothers and fer down 


tor 
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for a ſecond, a third, and fourth; &c, 


And after from thoſe again, in a fairer, larger; 
and more apparent manner : 'and- the more apr * 


am I to ſpeak againſt theſe ordrnary Differences ('as 
they are called) knowing them to be but new 
inventions, and any of them as ordinaries -( in 
Faſhion as now they are) never uſed before«the 
time of King Henry the ſixt ; before which time 
men were much more wary and diſcreet im bearing 
of their marks, and in Ctaing that no intru- 
ders ſhould enter into their families ; nor that 
any ſhould lay away or remove their Diferings 
without ſpecial warrant or licenſe of them that 
thereby might be prejudiced : for a Labell being 
much in ule for the heire apparent (to wear as 
his diftereuce during his fathers life ) was ſeldom 
removed to the ſecond Brother, but when the in- 
heritance went unto the daughters of the, elder 
Brother; -and then the ſecond was permittcd to 
bear the ſame for his Defference, as being the 
heire male of his family and as one that remained 
in expectancy ; yet might not the ſecond Bro- 
ther uſe to intrude himſelf into the abſolute ſigns 
of his houſe ( the inheritance being in his neeces 
or kinſwomen ) as appeared in the caſe between 
Gray of Ruthine and Haſtings which was this : 
Fohn Lord Haſtings married to his firſt wiſe 
Ezabell one of the ſiſters and heires of Almery de 
Vallence Earl of Penbrooke, by whom he had iſſue 
Fobn Haſtings, ( after Earl of Penbrooke) Elizabeth, 


(married 
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| ( married to Roger Lord Gray of Ruthin ) and 
\ p : 

* ſome other chaldren which -needs not to be {po- 
| ken of;' for that, as I take it, all the lines of them 


fail'd before" 'the "extinguiſhing of the line of the 
ſaid ' Fohn Earl of Penbrooke, After ( luch iflue 
being had) the ſaid Izabel Vallence died, and the ſaid 


' FohrLord Haftmgs took to a ſecond wite Izabel 


the Daughter of Hugh Spenſer, by whom he had 
Hiue' Hugh Haſtings, and Thomas, and then died, 
and left as heir Fob his ſon by his firſt Wife 
( who ' was Earl of Penbrooke, as I have faid, 
erected by reaſon of his mothers inheritance 
which John Earl of Penbrooke married and had 
iflue another Earl of Penbrooke, who alſo mar- 


; ried and had iſſue a third Earl of Penbrooke ; 
| but in the end all the line of the ſaid Fobn Haſt- 
ings ( firſt Earl of  Penbrooke of that family ) 


tailing, there aroſe a queſtion betwixt the Heirs 


. of Roger Gray and Elizaberh his wife being ſiſter 


( of the whole blood )) and the Heirs of Hugh 
Haſtings brother ( of the half blood ) to the ſaid 
Folm Earl of Penbrooke, for the inheritance of 
the Haſtings. 

Bur Gray recovering the fame ( by the law 
that ſaith, Poſſeſſio ' fratris de feodo ſimplici facit ſc- 
rorem eſſe haredem ) called the ſaid Haſtings allo 
( having removed the difference of his mark for 
that he was then heir -male of that houſe) into 
the Court of chevalry, and there having a judge» 
ment againſt him, the ſaid Haſtings was ans. 
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led to uſe a Difference ( whichw as a Label of ſilver) ; 
upon his mark, a fair red ſleeve of his Ladies upon 
his golden weſture : {ince which the heirs of that * 


younger family have uſed the faid Label even un- 
til this our age. ) 

So that you may ſee by this, that the law was 
then taken to be ſuch, that ſuch an heir male as 
hid not the inheritance of his Anceſtors ſhould not 
be ſuffered tro bear kis mark withour diſtinCtion ; 
for it ſhould ſeem ( by this ) that the iflue of* them 
that had married the heir general of any family 
( being by reaſon thereof poſleſſed of the lands ) 
had not only an intereſt in the Arms, but might 
alſo torbid any man the bearing thereof. 

There is alſo another matter out of ſquare, 
which is, that every man that obtaineth large 
polic{s1ons, ( whether the ſame be acquired by his 


judgment in law, trafhick in merchandize, or any }; 


other mean) yea although never any of his pro- 
genitors, ( trom whom he can derive himſelt ) 
had the charge to lead men of Arms, will yet 
at this day intrude themſelves into the Badges 
and marks of fouldiers : for. although ſuch as be 
deſcended from men of martial diſcipline, bave 
an intereſt in their anceſtors marks ( amongſt 0- 
ther their goods) and therefore may ſhew forth 
the ſame to their predeceſſors glory, and their 
owa ( in reſpect of their deſcent) yet ſuch men 
as riſe by their ſciences, judgments, or skill in 


other arts, affairs, or trades ( although they be 
to 
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to be reverenced for their wifdom and praiſctul 
ations, and had in honour an{werable tv their 
vertues and dignities.) have yet little to do with 


' the marks or Badges of ſoldiers. 


For altho a revercnd Judg, that hath miniſtred 
law and juſtice a long time ( and that fo long as 
that thereby to his great glory ) he hath ob- 
tained reputation, wealth, and revenue, 18 to be 
had in high eſtimation, and in reipect thereof 
to have allow'd him ſome note or mark of Honour 
ht for his calling, yet ( to my ſimple judgment ) 
the ſame ſhould be diſpuſed unto him atter the 
old Roman order, 'by {;gnity:ng the manner of 
his riling, rather then to put a 'corſeler on his 
back, a Burgonet on his head, a Target on his 
Arm, and a Sword by his {1de, being things that 
would cumber greatiy the good old man to uſe, 
either for his own defence, or but to ſhew (by 
way of triumph) for his glory, ſithence, neither 
15 it tolerable (by reaſon of his age ) nor in his 
youth did he exerciſe himſfelt in welding there- 
of. 

And as theſe things are unſecming for him to 
wear, no more can I ice any reaſon why he ſhould 
deck up the moniments of his houſe with ſuch 
ſigns or tokens, except he can derive himſelf trom 
an anceſtor that hath had the uſe of tuch things, 
and then (to ſer them forth as a glory to his de- 
ceaſed parent ) will greatly augment the regard 
of his rafing, which riſing yet of it ſelf) isa fut- 
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ficient Honour, the ſame being, by any juſt, . ver- 
tuous, or laudable means, . And theſe new rilings 
I could wiſh to be of more reputation then they 


bt 


ſeem to be eſteem'd of, . cither by others, or theme | 


ſelves that ſo riſe ;. as 1s apparent by many of their 
doings, who intrude themſelves into marks of An- 
tiquity, and ſetting forth of deſcents, wherein 
they are. yet fajn many times cither to countertet, 
or elfe to derive themſelves from ſome poor pa- 
rents, which they (either truly, or by ſurmize) 
alledge to have deſcended from fome anticar fa- 
mily, and that have been by ſome accident or 0- 
ther in former time decayed : wherein me thinks 
men do greatly miſtake the matter, for that (in 
my opinion ) a man that is but of mean paren- 
tage and rifeth by commendable means, 1s equi- 
vale: to him that riſeth from a decayed family, 
namely when his ſaid parent hath been over- 
thrown for offence, as many times they alleadge 
in plain terms. And I could wiſh that every man 
that raiſeth a Houſe by his good induſtry, ſhould 
be honoured with ſome ſuch Badge or Mark, as 
ſhould be anſwerable to the quality of his rifing ; 
and not every man of what condition ſoever they 
be, to entrude themſelves into the {1gns and marks 
of ſouldiers, and ſuch as follow the field with 
martial exploits, 

Some people alſo there are that be fo preciſe, 
as that hos do difallow altogether the ſetting 
forth of any memory of well deſerving men, 


which 
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which have ſhewed themfelves valiant cither in 
the aut of Relig, therr Princcs ſervice, or de- 
tence their Country 3 neither allowing their 
polte:; cy to ſer forth any memory of their prailes, 
nor futicring any monuments or garniſhmeats to 
remain of -their Barials ; as tho 1 it were a matter 
offen{ive to God to have go0d men well [poken 
of, or their Wſorous doings 5 up The Ir  obſequies 

To ac h men 1 "Is. not Hr wen It mil; to 
[hc w them their error by directing them to ſuch 
places of Scripture as do not only tolerate and 
_ w of tuch actions, Out allo praiſe and com- 
nend ti doing ther wy. and in ſome {ſort charge 
and con::aand the ſme to be done, whereby both 
they may (# they wh not obſti nate ) reform 
ther miconceived opinion 5, and others may be 
fortitycd in their pra eful endeavours: towards 
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allowable by the ſacred ſcriptures, it appeareth | 
by the holy Evangeliſt Saint Luke record:ng the 
peregrination of Saint Paul, and ſpeaking of Ar- 
mory without reprehenſion ( which he would not } 
have done had the uſe thereof been offentive ) |

And Toſkua ſaid unto them, paſs over 
before the ark of the Lord your God into the 
midſt of Fcrdan, and take you up every man of 
you a ſtone upon his ſhoulder, according to the 
number of the "Tribes of the children of 1/72e/, 
that this may be a ſign among you, that when 
your children ask their fathers in time to come, 
laying what mean you by theſe ſtones : Then ye 
ſhall anſwer them that the waters of Jordan were 
cur off before the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord when it paſſed over Fordan ; the waters of 
76rdan were cut oft ; and theſe ſtones ſhall be tor 
4 memorial unto the children of 7/ael for ever. 
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( Num. cap.27. v.S ) And for the diſpoſing 


of heritages 1t 15 written thus. Homo cum mor- 
Funus fuerit abſq, filio, ad filiam ejus tranſit bares 
ditas ; ſi fiiam non havuerit, habebit ſucceſſores fra- 
trs ſuos ;, quod ſi & fratres non fuerint, dabitis ha= 
reditatem fratripus patris ejus ; ſm autem nec patruos 
habuerit, dabitur hareditas his. qui et proximt ſunt.

Oc. Reuben primogenitus I{rael, bujzs filins, He- 
noch, 4 quo familia Henochitarum: & Phallu, 
4 quo familia Phalluitarum; & Hezron 4 quo familia 
Hezronitarum, Take the fumme of the people 
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from twenty years old and upwards, as the Lord 
commanded Moſes and the children of 1/raet (ac- 
cording to their families and kindred, all that 
were able for warr; Reuben the eldelt fon of 
Iſrael : The children of Reuben, Hanech, of 
whom cometh the family of the Hanochites : of 
Pallu, the family of Palluites : of Heſron the ta- 
uly of the Heſromtes. 

And for a further proof of the recording of 
Genealcgies, it 18 to be confidered how diligent the 
{\me hath been obſerved through the whole 
courſe of the Scriptures, as the deſCents from A- 
dam to Noe, and from Noe to Abraham, Oc. 
do ſufficiently teſtify. And more, that with the 
ſpirit of truth the Genealegy of Chriſt our Saviour 
and redeemer, as concerning his humanity, 15 
alſo by the writing of his holy Evangeliſts molt 
plainly and fincerely remembred and ſet down. 
All theſe things being therefore by the Scriptures 
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of God ( the decider of all controverſies) proved | 


and declared: Your Lordſhips may ſee that the 
bearing of Arms, railing and advancing of Stan- 
dards, Banners and Enſigns, uſing of Obſequies, 


erecting of Monuments,Enroling and regeſtring of 


Peaegrees, and Deſcents, have joyned to the anti- ? 
ent cuſtoms and laws both of this Land and all * 


other nations, the authority of Gods word, being 


very well accompanied with diſcretion, reaſon, / 


and judgment ; for God having by his ſacred 


inſtitution ordained Kingdoms, Provinces, and *® 
SCIgnories, 
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Seignories, and that over them Kings, Princes 
and Magiſtrates, ſhall command, rule, and govern 
his people, to the end chiefly that his hes avenly 
Kingdom may be repleniſhed with the bleſled 
ſouls of his ſervanits, for the inſtructing whereof 
he hath alſo edetnad his holy Church, and the 

Biſhops, paſtors and miniſters of the ſame, which 
Biſhops and other ſpiritual officers cannot fo well 
entorm his Chriſtian people without the aid ot 
the ſaid Kings and temporal Lords : nenther can 
they govern their particular Countries either 
from the invaſion of outward tyrants or inward 
Rebels, but through the wſe oft their ſword of 
juſtice, which ſword cannot be exerciſed againſt 
unruly perſons being of ſtrength, wanting men 
Skiltul in martial Diſcipline, who cannot ma- 
nage- thoſe affairs but by mean of the aforeſaid 
Arms and Enli 1gns, in manner as before I have 
more large! y exprelied. 

And in like fort as Princes, great Lor -ds, Judges, 
Magiſtrates and Gov Crnours , do uſe ro wear 
fared Robes ot gold, purple, ſcarler, and other 

aments and apparel ; not to take Pricc in, or 
bo. any vain oftentation or ſhow ; but on ly thas 
they may be diſtinguiſhed from the inferior peo- 
ple, to the end that a reverent regard may be 
had of them in reſpe&t of the high office which 
under God here on earth they bear. 

And as theſe things no man of any reaſon will 
gainſay, fo 1ſce not but as wcll may their ult 
D 4 Vertucs 
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vertues and good goverment be remembred with 


Funerals, Obſequies , and Monuments, after their i 


deceaſe, whereby ſuch as ſucceed in government 


may alſo be had in more high eſtimation, and a | 
tair example 1s thereby given them to inutate the | 


regiment of their predeceſlors, 


Likewiſe doth the Repiſtring of deſcents carry ® 
with .it reaſon joined to authority and cuſtom ; 'Þ 
for as by Gods law there is commanded a pri- |} 
viledge of enheritance to the firit begotten of | 
Tſrael, and fo for want of ſons to the females, and | 


trom them to others an{werable to the proximity 


of their blood and kindred, which with the laws 


of this land, and of moſt nations do concur and 


agree; it doth well.ſtand with peaceful govern- f 


ment for the avoiding of contentions which may 
riſe for want of records, to teſtify the truth of 
mens titles to their enheritances, that Genealogies 
and Pedegrees, ſhould be enrolled and kept in re- 
membrance. 

I have my good Lords ſtood the longer upon 
this point, for that of late travelling through 
ſome countries, of this Land, and having a delire 
to ſee the Monments of antiquity Which have re- 
mained in ſuch places as I pafled by, for which 
cauſe as otherwiſe I many times reſorted to 
Churches and other houſes to farisfy my afketion, 
I found that many Moniments both of Burials and 
in glaſs were ſo broken and defaced, that vneth 
may be had any knowledge what the fragments 
remaining 
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F remaining did ſignify : and enquiring of the in- 
© habitants how it came to pals that rhoſe things 
8 were ſo blenuſhed, they made report that certain 
2 perſons, delighting as may ſeem in novelty, for 
they can abide no mark of Antiquity, had de- 
J faced the ſame. . Theſe men that take upon them 
7 to be reformers, whoſe deſires are great through 
| fr ſingularity and pride they have in their own 
2 wits and underſtandings, weening themſelves to 
| be very wiſe, where indeed they are very ſimple, 
$ and only look but into the abuſes of things, 
2 and do not ſee into the grounds and depth of the 


© reaſons and cauſes for which good ordinances 
XZ were made, go about to find faults, where many 
$: times none are ; but if peradventure they hap 
7 to find an ordinance well- made miſuſed, then 
| ſtreight never ſeek they to reform the abuſe , 
{ but by their wills, down goeth ordinance and 
all, ſuch is their inſolency, raſhneſs, and want of 


judgment. 


It were well done therefore my good Lords, 
| and I could wiſh that your Honours having fome- 
} times acceſs to her Majeſty, and oftentimes con= 
ference with my Lords of her privy Councel, 
ſhould enform her Highneſs, and their Honours 
of the ſaid abuſes commitred, and to be thereby 
a mean that theſe {imple fellows taking upon 
them to be reformers, might be reformed them- 
{clves, 
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ſelves, and both kept from deſtroying of good | 


ordinances, and be puniſhed for their offences in ? 


that behalf committed. 


In the mean time yet ſhall I deſire that Honoura- 
ble perſonages will look better ro the Moniments | 
of their anceſtors, by corre&ting the deſtroyers | 
thereof, and therein to imitate the laudable aCti- | 
ons- of William Fleetwood, Serjeant at the Law, | 
and Recorder of the City of London, who being | 
commiſsioner amonglt others for the viſitation # 
of cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, by the Princes authority, Þ 
by vertue thereof impriſoned certain wilful per- | 
ſons that had defaced the Moniment of Queen ® 
Katherine Dowyger at Prcterborough, until ſuch 
time as they had reformed the fame, which thing # 


was through his good endeavour reedihed and 


perfeted again, and fo remaineth to this day : | 


for although {ome hapily ſce ſtanding thoſe of 
their own parents, yet it were good they ſhould 
ſorſee that no others be pulled down ; for that 


there is not to be looked for but that ſuffering 


ſuch injuries to reſt unpunithed, the doers there- 
of will in time grow more jaſolent, and have a 
caſt ro overthrow thcirs alſo. 


And now bcing in ſpeech of Monuments, I | 
cannot but remember their 1gnorance who make # 


ſmall account of any anceſtor except before 
the Conqueſt, weenuing that all that /ze croſs 


legged

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legged tfo were : and that all antient evidence 


without date is the like ;: whereas the one was 
not had in uſe until after the Paleſtme wars, and 
the other, ſuch as be ſealed, be alfo fince * the 
Conqueſt ; tor I could never fee nor hear of any 
that had ſeen ſealed deed, but the ſame was made 
ſithence the Conqueſt of this Land, when the uſe 
(as I take it ) of ſealing with wax firſt began in 
England. 

But theſe men will not ſtoop one'jot under the 
Conqueſt, telling many fables of their anceſtors 
then preſerving their Houſes, Honours, and Ar- 
mories, m_ quite that it 1s much more 
glorious and honourable to be deſcended from 
a moſt famous nation conquering , then ſuch

With us in England, there hath been a three- } 
fold Difference obſerved in Arms ; that is to ſay t 
of the Chiets, or Principals ; for thoſe of Conſan- : 
guinity ; and of Strangers. | 

The principal Difterences are a Label, or F 
ſtring with points, or pendents unlike : fome= | k 
times plain ; and ſometimes chang'd. 4 

The Border, or plain fillet, componed, or di- K 
ſtinguiſhed by Endeming, or Engrailing, which 
are called the Principal Lierences ; becaule they C 


are never ſcen in Arms, or «efigned, but tor Dif- | 
ferences, 

The Differences for fuch as are of Conſanguinity, 
are a Creſcent, a Mullet, a Martlet, an Annulct, a 
Flower de Lys, ard the like; which are called Di/- 
ferences of kinlinen ; becauie they are dehigned 
and ſerve for thoſe which are deſcended from one 
and the ſame ſtock : as for exampic, a younger 
lon, 
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ſon, whilſt he continues a Batcheler and not mar- 
ried, he 1s known by bearing his Fathers Arms 
with ſuch a ſmall diſtinction or difference. And 
amongſt many. Brothers, to the end that each of 
them may be diſcern'd and known from another 
by his Arms in Battels, and warlike Expeditions, 
and ſpecially as to their primogeniture and prehe- 
minence, they bore the Arms of the Houſe and 
Family, whence they ſprung, with fuch a ſmall 
Diſtinction. But afterwards, when married, and 
had children, being Heads of new Families, they 
quitted thoſe former minute and petty Differences, 
they bore the Arms of their Houſe with a Labell, 
Bordure, Luarter, Bend, or (ome other greater 
diſtinction or addition, which thenceforth might 
evidently diſtinguiſh them and their Family from 
the original Houſe and Stock from whence they 
were deſcended. Such being the true, natural, 
Jand "genuine uſe of Arms, that each Family and 
Kindred might be known and diſtinguiſh from 
one another ; that being doubtleſs the cauſe for 
} which they were at firſt deviſed, 

As to the Differences of Strangers, they were 
Barrulets, Bends, Feſſes, Chewcrons , or capital 
marks ; Pales, Quarters, and the like, which are 
Jaid to be the Badges an4 marks of Strangers ; 
becauſe it is lawful for a Stranger of any Houſe 
for Family to bear his Arms with theſe kind of 
diſtinEtions and differences, without doing injury 
br grving offence to any. 
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But theſe Differences being grown out of uſe ; 
now adays younger Sons do not only retain theſe 
petty DiſtinCtions of Creſcents, Mullets, Martlers, 
Amnulets, and Flowers, but tranſmit them to their 
poſterity ; whence it is, that the Diſtinction and 


proper knowledg of ſeveral Families, which had | 
wont to be perſpicuous by the bearings in their Þ 


Arms, is now totally confounded and obſcured. 


Hereunto I ſhall add what the moſt learned |

Ir is not at all lawful for ſeveral perſons to bear 
one and the ſame Arms, without a due Difference ; 
no not to thoſe of the ſame family though they be 
Brothers thereof, To 


+ p 
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To the chicſ of the family, the intire Arms 
without any difference do belong,. but the youn- 
ger branches are to have their reſpective Diffe- 
rences, and bear them in the midſt of the upper 
part of the Eſcocheon, according to Lee, which 
Wriothefley ( a Herauld under K. Edw. 4th ) at- 
firms to be of his deviſing. 

To the eldeſt fon, in his fathers life rime, was 
aſfigned a Lavell of three points ; but if his youu 
father was living, with five points, ever different, 
if we give credit to-Lee. 

Which ( like a Coronet ) the Labells hanging 
at it, is therefore aſsigned to the eldeſt fon, that 
as he 1s the glory of the family he may ſeem 
to be adorned above the reſt. 

Antiently this diſtinction was conferred on the 
ſecond, third or fourth, either by different colour, 
or number of the Labells. 

To the ſecond Brother they afsigned a Creſcent : 
to the third a Mullet of five points; to the 
fourth a Martlet ; tothe fifth an Amnuler ; to the 
ſixth a Flower de Lys. 

And by theſe Differences the ſix ſons of The- 
mas Beauchamp the XII Earl of Warwick, ( who 
died in the thirty fourth year of K. Eqw. 3.) 
are ſhewed forth in an old window of the Church 
of St. Mary at Warwick ; ſo that you may ſee that 
this uſage is ancient. 

Some who have written in the time of K. Henry 
the ſeventh, have diſtinguiſht the Heir himſelt 
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by a Creſcent, that by the acceſſion of Light they 
might ſhew that the inheritance was coming to 
him. 

And to the ſecond Brother, whom they take to 
be the third boundary of the family ( attribu- 
ting the hrſt to the father, and the ſecond to 
the heir) they aſsign a Labell of three points : 
To the third a Labell of four points; and to the 
hfth a Label of frue points. 


But none of theſe kind of Diſtintions were 
uſed amonglt the Antieats ; Who ſtudying appa- 
rent and per{picuous Difterences, often inverted 
the paternal colour ; ſometimes augmented tha 
particular chardge in the ſhield ; ſometimes 
diminiſhing the fame ; and ſometimes inſerting 
another ſort of bearing, eſpecially from the mo- 
ther ; but ſometimes totally quitting their pa- 
ternal Arms, and afluming new. 

But if the reſpective branches of the family 
did retain their Anceſtors Arms, then they did 
uſe apparent and conſpicuous. Differences either

Examples whereof we have almoſt all in one 
family. 

As in that of /: Strange, ſometimes famous 
for their valour in the marthes of Wales ; whereof 
there were three diſtin Barons ; who had a ſbeild

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le Strange the fourth Baron of Rnockyn, as the 
chief of that houſe, did bear. 

But Fulke le Strange, Baron of Corfham and 
Blakmere, who deſcended from the Grandfather 
of the ſaid Fohn, by a third fon, inverted the 
colours, bearing in a. field Argent , two Lyons 
paſſant gules. 

Likewiſe Roger le Strange Baron" of Elleſmere, 
who deſcended from the fame grandfather by a 
tourth fon, bore the ſame Arms, with a Border 
engrayled Or. 

Alſo Roger his father, after he had marryed 
Maud the daughter of William de Beauchamp, bore 
mwyne Crof-croſlets Argent betwixt his ſalver-l yons. 

Moreover Hamon /[: Strange, who deſcended 
from the faid Fohn the fourth, by a fifth fon, bore 
the Arms of his Brother, fon the {1xth Baron of 
Knockyn, with a Perdlet Or ; and fixing himſelf at 
Hunjtznton in Norfolk ( which he obtained in 
the year 1309 from Foon his Brother ) was the 
original of that worthy family, which doth till 
remain there, bearing the ſane Difference.

Orle of Martlets, as by his Seals are to be ſeen. 

Arthe fame time another Fohn le Srrange, who 
was Lord of Ercalehe (.in Shropſhire ) bore the 
Arms ot Roger le Stravge of Elielimere with a Bend- 
let Azure. 

Which kind of Differences, as many do affirm, 

are 
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are moſt worthy of commendation, becauſe as mi- 
litary Badges, firſt uſed for diſtinftion, they are 
much more diſcernable. 

For by theſe ſmall and petty Differences, there 
1s both error and danger, as it is evident by thoſe 
Hennovers of which Froiſard ſpeakes; who fight- 
ing under the Standard of William de Baileul , 
with Barrs Argent and Azure counterchanged, and 
over them #0 Chevrons gules ſtriving to repair 
thereto, came to the Standard of Robert Batleul 
his y_—_ Brother, diſtinguiſht but by a ſmall 


golden-crofs, which occaſioned a total rout to them 


all, whereby they paid dear for their miſtake. 
I do therefore ſmile :at, and deſpiſe theſe pertey 


Differences, which now a daysare uſed ; whereas 
the Arms themſelves, leaving their native ſtati- 
ons, in Shields, Banners, and habiliments of warr, 
doth now chiefly appear in Glaſs-windows and 
ſleight houſhold ſtuft, where the largeneſs of the 
diſtinction is not at all regarded.

The plain Arms are relerved to the eldeſt ſons, 
both by divine and humane laws : The Cadets 
{ or younger) bear the tame Arms, but with 
lome DiFerence of inferiority , which we call 
Briſnres : of which the number is not limitred, 
but depends upon fancy. 

Some take Starrs, Creſirnts, Sunns, Beaſts, 
Birds, Flowers, and other things, put moſt com- 
monly upon the dexter Flanc of the Eſcocheon ; 
upon the cheife part of the ſame; or moving, or 
Huing thence. Others dititerence by diminiſhing 
the pcices of the chardge, or changing the colours. 
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But moſt commonly for Briſ#res ( or differen- 
ces ) we make uſe of the Labell; the Bordure; 
the Orle ; the Baton ; the Bend, or Cottice, which 
I range here according to their dignity : For we 
hold, that if there be five puiſnes in a houſe, the 
Label belongs to the firſt ; the Bordure to the le- 
cond, and fo of the reſt. 

So that the puiſnes of the farſt puiſnes for dou- 
ble ( or jub-briſures ) ſhall augment the pendents 
of the Label!: the firſt with one; the ſecond 
with two : the reſt accordingly to the number 
of hve. 

After which, for Sxb-br:iſures, or differences, we 
mult chardge the Label with one figure or another. 

The Swb-briſures of the Bordwre, are firſt of all 
to make it Engrailed. 

Secondly to chardge it with Torteau:x,or Beſant s. 

Thirdly to Compone ( or Gobone ) it. And hnally 
to chardge it with various forts of figures or with 
one alone. 

The ſame muſt be done with the other fort of 
Bri(zres or differences. 


Note that the French Blazoners, do, by Torte- 
axes mean Roundles of colors : And by Beſants 
thoſe of mettal ; viz. Silver, and Gold. 

The book of Sr. Albans layth, that Labells are 
excellent Differences ; as with three, four, five, or 
more points. Ir alſo ſpeaks of Croſ-croſlets, Mullet s, 
or the like. Likewiſe of Bordures changed, in form, 
os wn. color. Ve 
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We will conclude this chapter of Arms, and 
Blazons with acknowledging and diſtinguiſhing 
the cldeſt ſons from the younger and inferior.
